I committee inv estigating the cain- 
paign expenditures. 
Hav s read into the record a letter 
written b y George Carroll, president 
of the New Jersey« Federation of 
liquor interest, 
under the date of 
July 22, 1920, asking for a contrib u­ 
tion to help elect Cox and keep the 
anti-saloon league out of power, 
The letter 
said that they would 
call the Cox nomination 
a “great 
v ictory for us.” 
Senator Reed of Missouri, Demo­ 
cratic memb er of the committee, in­ 
terrupted Hays’ statement when the 
G. O. P. chairman Iv egan to read a 
newspaper article telling of a meet­ 
ing of the democratic executiv e com­ 
mittee at Atlantic 
City 
in August 
*1920, at which 
it was stated 
the 
democratic leaders planned to raise 
a $10,000,000 fund. 
Hays said he was reading the ar­ 
ticle as a counter 
attack 
against 
the democrats. 
* Senator Kenyon asked Hays 
to 
keep away from that sort of ev i­ 
dence j# ; much as possib le. 
Reed insisted that ev idence should 
b e ob tained 
only frpm sworfi wit­ 
nesses and Senator Edge asked if 
he thought the 
committee 
should 
call Gov ernor Cox. 
“If any memb er of the committee 
wants to call him, I am not ob ject­ 
ing,*’ Reed said. “But T don’t think 
it is necessary at this time.*’ 
Reed asked Hays if he changed

Gov ernor Cox charges “are false 
in what they say and lib elous in 
their pnqtofie,” -Hays said. 
Hays in a long prepared state­ 
ment to the committee said the na-

$3,079.037.20. That sum or approx­

as Cox charged. 
Hayg also produced what he said 
W a s an 
acknowledgement b y T. N. 
Heller of Newark, secretary of the 
New Jersey Federation of liquor in­ 
terests of a contrib ution of $125 to 
the democratic campaign fund. 
ndler and Carroll were immedia­ 
tely sub poenaed b y the committee. 
Hays produced the letter and re­

The part of assigning wheat for

All farmers

wheat 
was 
treated last fall sent a report into 
the county agent’s office, telling the 
amount in dollar« and cents that the 
treatment sav ed them, and the re­ 
sults were astonishingly remarkab le. 
At the meeting 
Saturday sev eral 
rules were laid down for the carry­ 
ing on of the treating station and 
the rule« adopted are as follows: 
1. 
Varieties must b e picked out 
from ov er the different townships in 
the county. 
2. Only wheat of reasonab ly pure 
v ariety will b e treated. 
3. 
Only wheat of v ariety, stand­ 
ard fo r Rush county, will b e eligib le. 
4. 
Wheat must b e properly re­ 
cleaned b efore b ringing 
it to 
the 
treating station. 
5. 
The amount will b e limited to 
enough seed to sow a small field of 
not more than 20 acres for an in­ 
div idual. 
6. 
The treated 
wheat must b e 
planted after “fly free” date, and 
crop raised from treated wheat must 
b e made av ailab le for seed to the 
farmers in the township on which 
growm and at a reasonab le price. 
Wheat mutt b e b rought to the 
plant for treatment and called 
for 
when requested and w’ill b e treated 
in order that applications are re­ 
ceiv ed.

of scripture, 
“He sav es others; Himself He can­ 
not sav e.” 
V crowd estimated at twelv e hun­ 
dred people gathered at East 
Hill 
cemetery for the ceremonies at the 
grav e, 
where the Rev . Mr. Brown 
made a short address, complimenting 
the generosity of the East Hill Cem­ 
etery company for its gift of a 
b urying ground to the American Le­ 
gion post of this city as a site for 
grav es of World War v eterans. 
The American Legion 
ritual was 
used at the grav e. Alb ert Sw-eet of 
Rush post read a prayer and Harry 
Lucas sounded taps. It wras a source 
of great regret on the part of the 
officer« of Rush post that they were 
unab le to get a firing squad to make 
the funeral of the first Rush county 
b oy who died ov erseas, a true mili­ 
tary ceremony. 
The heads of the Legion post en­ 
deav ored to get a squad of soldiers 
from some camp to make the fun­ 
eral military in 
ev ery 
aspect, hut 
they found 
it impossib le. 
Practi­ 
cally all of the soldiers 
hav e b een 
remov ed 
from Fort Benjamin Har­ 
rison in preparation for making the 
post a corps headquarters, and it is 
hoped that if the occasion arises 
again where 
a military funeral is 
desired, it will b e possib le to get a 
firing squad from Fort Harrison.

to 
East Hill was led b y 
a 
guard of ex-serv ice men, 
wearing 
their uniforms, 
who rode in auto­ 
mob iles. 
Sev eral

b earing relativ es and friends, fol­ 
lowed the hearse. 
The pall b earers, all of whom were 
friends of Hamilton, were as 
fol­

James Jordan, Ralph Wagoner, El­ 
mer Hendricks and Donald Newman. 
The Rev . Mr. Brown, speaking at 
the grav e, commented on the fact 
that the first Rush county soldier 
to b e laid to rest in the American 
Legion b urying ground, w’as not only 
the first Rush county b oy who gav e 
his life for his country 
on foreign 
soil, b ut that he was also the'young­ 
est Rush county b oy wffio made the 
supreme sacrifice during the recent 
world conflict. 
The minister complimented highly 
the officers and b oard of directors 
of the East Hill Cemetery associa­ 
tion fox their gift to the American 
Legion. He said 
that » such 
acts 
should b e emulated 
here 
b ecause 
they showed the proper appreciation 
for the serv ices performed b y
